H. A. MILLER IN 
AUTO^ WRECK 


Pinned under his overturned eight- 
cylinder Cadillac for forty-five minutes, 
while his engine continued to race and 
his electric horn was jammed down 
and blowing like a siren, H. A. Miller, 
well-known rancher of the Covina val­ 
ley, very narrowly escaped death ou 
Wednesday night of this week shortly 
after 11 o'clock, on the county road be­ 
tween Puento and Whittier. With him 
at the time of the accident was Rev. 


J. McConnell, pastor of the Metho­ 
dist church of Solma, formerly pastor 
of the Covina Methodist church. Both 
men were injured, but not seriously. 


The escape of the two men will re­ 
main one of the miracles of the present 
ago of automobilo traffic. " I f I had­ 
n't had a preacher along with mo, 
there would have been nothing to it— 
nothing to it at all," said Miller yes­ 
terday. Miller was severely cut and 
bruised and Rev. McConnell's ankles 
were injured when he jumped from the 
hurtling car as it went into the gulch. 


The two men were returning from a 
farm center meeting in Whittier, where 
Miller had made an address. He is a 
candidate for the state assembly in 
this district. The state road is very 
crooked, having been laid out on the 
old lines of the original El Camino 
Real, and there are many right and 
left angle .turns. It was at one of the 
sharpest of these, a short distance from 
the junction with the Pomona boule­ 
vard, that Miller failed to turn square 
enough, and the big machine hurtled 
into the ditch, turning completely over. 


Although 
Rev. McConnell 
landed 
clear of the machine, Miller .was com­ 
pletely shut beneath the car. He says 
he was not pinned by the weight of the 
car, but there was no way for him to 
crawl out. Seeing that it was going to 
be impossible to get him out without 
assistance, Rev. McConnell started off 
through, the darkness' to- get assistance. 
Although his ankles were paining him

;'tttrice> -and got a telephone 
message to a garago in El Monte, oper­ 
ated by C. H. Brockman, who formerly 
rah the service station in Covina now 
owned by T. A. Merritt. 


While Rev. McConnell was seeking 
assistance, Miller dug into the dirt with 
his hands, in an attempt to open a hole 
wide enough to allow him to crawl out. 
He was justified in a fear that his ma­ 
chine would get afire, as the engine 
was running at high speed and the 
gasoline might at any time cause an 
explosion. 


Rev. McConnell returned in time, 
howover, and with some rapid shovel­ 
ling, a hole was made for Miller to 
erawl through. The men were brought 
home by Brockman. 


Although the cuts and bruises that 
Millor received are painful, his injuries 
will not be serious enough to keep him 
in the houso for more than a few days- 
Rev. McConnell was able to leave last 
night for his home in Selma. 


The Cadillac is understood not to 
have been badly wrecked, excopting 
that the top, windshield and steering- 
wheel are demolished.

On tho Western Front, 
July 10, 


Dear Fathor: 


I wrote you from Cazeaux, but sinco 
leaving there Juno 30, I have been very 
busy and things havo been happening 
so fast that I have not had time until 
this afternoon to write a lotter. The 
three weeks in Cazeaux were very tire­ 
some. I learned considerable about nor- 
nl gunnery, but our long working 
hours only gave me an average of six 
hours sleep a night. 


Paris was interesting as. usual. It is 
beautiful place in the summer, and I 
had some very good times with four 
English majors with whom I bocamo 
acquainted. I was in on two Gothn 
lcrtes, but was not inconvenienced. I 
left the night of July 3, and was very 
sorry to leave with the city showing 
overy evidence of putting on a big 
celebration, tho next day 
I arrived back at the squadron the 
fternoon of July 4 in time for dinner 
and dance that evening. Wo had a 
number of nurses and one Red Cross 
and Y. M. C. A. worker as our guests 
It was a very nice affair, but I was a 
littlo tired from my all-night ride from 
Paris. 


I was scheduled for a five o'clock 
a.m. reconnaissance of tho sector, but 
in the morning we did not get off until 
8 o'clock on account of a ground mist. 
We patrolled over the linos and along 
a good stretch of front,, attracting a 
heavy fire from the Archies. My pilot, 
Ed Hastings, is a Stanford graduate. 
At the far end of our section we took 
a little excursion straight across the 
German linos, and I noted what I could 
of the .trenches and activity in tho 
Gorman-held towns. The Archies were 
snapping rather close, so we turned 
about and Btarted back. Wo were fly­ 
ing at 1200 meters. 
; 
, 
As we turned, Ii^dok^dAp^andl 


around^ 
into.-fflWf^fypffiilfy 
Hun opened on us. I tapped Hastings 
on the head and then' took a quiok sight 
at tho German. His first burst cut our 
right aileron control wire, for I noted 
that Hastings made no maneuvors, but 
simply dived. The bullets wore crash­ 
ing through our fuselage 
and the 
stream of luminous bullets seemed to 
be pouring into me. I felt some debris 
flying around my feet. With his ap­ 
proach to about 100 meters I was re­ 
turning a good fire, and my tracers 
appeared to be going right into him. 
Just as he dropped off in a steep slip, 
I heard another rush of bullets, and 
looking up, another black and orange 
demon was swooping on our disabled 
machine. That was the last I saw of 
the first Hun, for I now turned my fire 
on the new attacker. I had the windup 
with tho appearnnco of the second pur­ 
suit plane, for one of my machine guns 
jammed at the start of the combat, and 
I know I had few shots left in my one 
magaaine. I was certainly placing my 
shots in his plane, and dangerously 
close, for just as my last shot was fir­ 


ed, ho banked steeply and made for the 
rear.

My first thought was to fix my gun, 
and I quickly changed magazines and 
cleared my gun that had misfired. 
I 
did not know whether there was an­ 
other boche in the vicinity or whether 
the two attackers might return. Noi- 
thcr of these things happened, howover. 
In case the second boche had come at 
me again he should have had us while 
was fixing my gun. Apparently he 
had had enough. As it was, wo were 
perfoctly helpless in tho air with our 
control gone. I believe that tho first 
mnchine was put out of business, but 
when number two came along, I had 
no time to think about watching him. 


This takes somo time to tell, but 
actually not many seconds transpire 
during such a combat. Wo were now 
diving into our own lines at groat 
speed. The type of piano we aro using 
is not strong, and we wore giving it a 
tremendous strain at so steep an angle. 
I realized that our machine was dam­ 
aged, for wo came down within fifty- 
meters of the ground, and looked for 
a spot to land. Wo passed by some 
French battery positions and I waved 
to the men who had come out of thoir 
dugouts. There was no spot to land—. 
nothing but barb-wire entanglements. 
Hastings showed fine judgment. Our 
engine was unhurt, so ho nosed up, and 
wo climbed to about 1000 meters and 
steored for our flold. He had nothing 
to steer with but the rudder and we had 
to slide around in a big circle. We made 
a perfect landing at our own airdomo. 


Hastings' first remark was, "Why 
didn't they get usf" Well, if they.had 
not gained a wholesome respect for us 
in the first brush, they: couldhave 
come again and done so. At any rate, 
we Wore glad to-jgot-'off^h,ole

When Captain Littauer, our squad­ 
ron commander, who had flown with the. 
French beforo we entered tho war, saw 
Hastings and mo, he remarked, "So 
you are living on borrowed time, too,v 
now." He thought we did well to 
come clear and bring a whole ship back. 
It was a nice piece of flying to bring 
the buB homo. 


I have gone into detail about the 
fight, but I know you will be interested 
to hoar 'about it. All our's'q'badrons 
have been on that front and J was the 
first observer to got in a serious scrap 
up there. 


We are now on a new sector, and a 
hot one. We moved on fourteen hours' 
notice, and came 225 kilometers. We 
had nearly all out* planes on the new 
field by noon of July 7, and six of the 
observers came down in a Cadillac. I 
went up with tho captain and tested

FUMIGATION WITH 


"LIQUID GAS" 


CARE OF THE HOME GARDEN. 


Reprinted from the South African Journal of Science," October, 1915. 


"ANHYDROUS LIQUID HYDROCYANIC 


ACID FOR FUMIGATION PURPOSES." 


By Charles William Mnlly, M.Sc, F. E. S., F. L. S. 


For the destruction of insect pests on 
fruit trees by means of hydrocyanic 
acid gas, the usual practice is to gen­ 
erate the gas. by the action of dilute 
sulphuric acid on potassium or sodium 
cyanide, either (a) dry, or (b) in solu­ 
tion. Either method leaves much- to be 
desired, for it not only takes time and 
care in preparing ,the chemicals, but 
there is also the danger of burning the 
tents by acid coming in direct contact 
with them through handling them; or 
the absorption of fumes of vapors driv­ 
en off during the generation of the gus 
may result in the familiar "rotting" 
of the canvns. The above factors are of 
special importance in connection with 
vineyard fumigation for the destruction 
of the moaly bug, Pseudococcus capen- 
sis Brain, because the vines, whether 
trelliscd or "bush," must be covered 
with long, narrow sheets of gas-proof 
canvas, almost the whole of which is in 
close proximity to the freshly-generated 
•gas by whatever means it is produced. 
The space enclosed is very small, and 
hence only a srrfall amount of gas is re 
quired. On account of the shape of the 
tent, the gas should be liberated at sov 
eral points to secure a quick and uni 
form distribution. This means a number 
<of small generators or points of intro 
duction from an external generator. 
In 
military work the trouble with acid and 
cyanide and generators incroases the 
amount of strict supervision necessary, 
and the time required to do the work. 
On going into the matter of possible 
ways of improving on present methods, 
I decided to try to make use of the 
fact thaUthe gas readily condenses on 
"being subjected to a low temperature, 
and produces the anhydrous liquid hy­ 
drocyanic acid. ^The matter was dis­ 
cussed with the Government Analyst, 
Dr. C. F. Juritz, and later on, with the 
assistance of .Mr. W. W. Brighton-Man­ 
ning, in arranging the details of a small 
, experimental. apparatus, ja*. syuall qjuaii-, 
tity of the liquid acid was produced at 
the Entomological Experiment Station, 
Kpsebank, Cape Province. 


The liquid acid proved to bo much 
easier to work with than was antici­ 
pated. On testing it with difforcnt in­ 
sects, I came to the conclusion that the 
gas arising from the liquid 
diffuses 
more quickly, and is more violent in its 
action than that from an ordinary gen­ 
erator. 
This is probably duo to the ab­ 
sence of moisture or other impurities, 
which may, in the case of generator 
gas, have. a retarding effoct. 
If this 
holds in practical work it is an im-. 
portant item, for it involves a smaller 
amount of gas or else a shorter expos­ 
ure. 


Portions 
of 
ordinary 
silk 
ribbon, 
muslin and boat-sail drilling saturated 
with acid showed no ill-effects after a 
fortnight. This also is of considerable 
practical importance, for it indicates 
that the "rotting" of fumigation tents 
under present methods is duo to im­ 
purities from the ordinary generator. 
Whether there is a corresponding re­ 
duction in the injury to plants has not 
been determined. 


The 
dangerous 
nature of the acid 
must not be overlooked, although on the 
whole, with equal care in giving in­ 
structions as to its use, I consider that 
it is no more dangerous than bisulphide 
of carbon. 
: 


Under normal trade conditions, it may 
bo possible for manufacturing chemists 
to produce the anhydrous liquid acid 
economically, possibly from low-grade 
materials 
that 
arc 
not 
suitable 
for fumigation under present methods, 
and ship it as a commercial article in 
place of the cyanide and acid. In such 
case, it will simplify practical work, be- 
causo the acid, which vaporizes very 
quickly on exposure to the air, can be 
injected through suitable openings in 
the tent or other enclosed space, and 
thus do away with disagreeable and 
cumbersome generators and the accom­ 
panying byproducts. The practical re­ 
sults should be more reliable than by 
present methods.

How to Gat Good Retulta With Either 
Flowers or Vogotablo*. 


Never permit the surface of the soil 
in the garden to form a crust. 
Con­ 
stant stirring with hand tools or a 
wheel cultivator should be practiced 
between the rows and about the plants. 
This permits air to penetrate the soil, 
where it facilitates chemical action and 
bacterial activity, destroys weeds which 
would utilize large amounts of plant 
food that the cultivated plants require, 
and finally It conserves the moisture 
supply. The hoe and the rake aro most 
generally used for this purpose. 
This 
advice applies with equal force to both 
the flower and vegetable gardens. 


Where" plants are grown closely in the 
rows it will be necessary to weed be­ 
tween the plants by hand. 
Small Im­ 
plements are made for this purpose and 
are sold at a trifling price. 


Cultivating should be done after ev­ 
ery rain, but not until the water has 
Jralned off and the soil Is In workable 
condition. 
Working in muddy soil will 
cause It to form a cement-like mass, In 
which plan^ food will be securely lock- 
v,ed, and the plants will suffer because it 
is not released for their support. 


As soon as the excess moisture has 
run off or soaked in or partially evapo­ 
rated, cultivation should be given to 
prevent the crust which otherwise will 
form. 
A crust formed on the surface 
of the soil restricts the plants, causes 
excess evaporation 
and 
the loss of 
moisture required by the plants and 
prevents access of air. 


During dry spells, if the plants give 
evidence of suffering for the lack of 
moisture, water should, if possible, be 
supplied artificially. 
The usual method 
in small gardens is sprinkling with a 
hose. Late in the afternoon Is the best 
time to sprinkle, when a thorough wet­ 
ting should be given. 
Small furrows 
can be opened between the rows of 
plants anji water turned into these 
ditches from the hose. After the water 
has soaked in draw the earth back in 
place.—New York Sun.

The story woudn't be worth much if 
it wasn't a fact that practically all of 
the 
million and a half of the boys 
hunting and shooting for Uncle Sam are 
just that happy-go-lucky sort—going in­ 
to it with a wide grin and a joke. I t ' s 
a terrible job to lick a man who keeps 
smiling. 


Hymns of hate never got any nation 
anywhere. German hate never killed a 
single allied soldier, and it only burnt 
out the energy of those w h o hated. 
Rudyard Kipling got off on tho wrong 
foot with a savage poem early in the 
•war, and the Tommies spat it out of 
their mouths. 
There's nothing in this 
baring business. 
Rage blinds the eyes 
for'Straight shooting. 


And along this line of thought comes 
also the thought of the nasty taste in 
the 
mouth 
some 
would-be 
fire-eating 
orators leave with the audiences. 
They 
fill themselves up with the most loath­ 
some of atrocities, 
mostly 
unofficial, 
an<i spew them out for an effect. We 
really have too large a job on our 
hands .as a nation to be listening to 
t h e : k i n d of orator who foams at the 
month and-recounts hearsay Atrocities. 
There are thousands of authentic cases 
of atrocities on. official record in the 
Bryce reports and other reports, that 
can be read 
with 
conviction. 
Those 
hand-me-down 
atrocities 
beloved 
by 
mediocre speakers do not convince, and 
they blur the true picture. Men; high 
in office in this state have been repeat­ 
edly guilty of this cheap kind of sen­ 
sationalism. 


The Hun in warfare is a loathsome 
fiend. 
B u t let's sot that part of it 
aside .for the present until w e have 
licked the everlasting daylights out of 


him, 
and then wo can talk straight to 
Germany about these things. 


force in moulding public sentiment, and 
it never was a fact that orator* were 
not useful on the floor of the house, or 
senate. 


If there was un inclination before the 
war to turn down the orator and elect 
the quiet committee-workor, that idea 
has undergone a complete change. For 
today, the few great orators that this 
country possess are doing incalculably 
great work in cementing the people to­ 
gether, 
uniting 
them on a 
common 
ground for the winning of the war. 
From the standpoint of propaganda for 
war, the orators of the United States 
have accomplished a bigger job than 
any nation in the waT, including Ger­ 
many. 
The orators of America 
killed 
pro-Germanism in this country. 
They 
helped materially to put over the Lib­ 
erty loans; they have given the people 
trenchant 
words 
and 
phrases 
with 
which to describe the work of the Red 
Cross. 


Incidentally, the committee 
worker 
in tho houses of congress is somewhat 
of an impotent 
member. 
Nine-tenths 
of tho war legislation is mixed, cooked 
and 
served at and from the White 
House on data furnished by the war 
department. The committees have large­ 
ly been relegated to the '' sign-on-the- 
dotted-line" 
category. 
Things 
have 
changed. In fact, pretty nearly every­ 
thing has taken a f o p since the war 
began. 


all money received has been paid out. 
But we all know that there are many 
who can afford to subscribe liberally. 
Upon them must rest the major part of 
the load. 


This is the time to be thinking about 
this question—right now, before other 
plans arc made.

Evory man in this city and valley 
must search deeply into his own soul

LOCAL WOMAN WILL 
REGULATE SUGAR 


Mrs. 
Y.. V. Rice of West San Bernar­ 
dino road, who is the authorized chair­ 
man of the woman's committee for food 
conservation, has been granted author­ 
ity by the federal food commission to 
issue permits for the second purchase 
of 
sugar for canning 
purposes 
only. 
This departure from the strict regula­ 
tions issued to grocers has been permit­ 
ted in order to prevent the fruit going 
to waste. 


The latest directions issued to the 
grocers are as follows: In order definite­ 
ly to check all sales of sugar both for 
canning and household use, grocers must 
keep a loose-leaf record of the name 
and address of each purchaser for sugar 
for household use and forward it to the 
local food administration once a week. 
N o grocer is permitted to sell 
more 
than two pounds of sugar to a customer 
in the city, and not more than 
five 
pounds to those living in the country. 
A 
second 
purchase 
of 
twenty-five, 
pounds for canning purposes can only 
be made by securing a permit from the 
local food 
administration. 


The Food Administration has the fol­ 
lowing to say about the wheat 
situa­ 
tion: 


"Strict conservation of wheat should 
not be relaxed. Wheat will continue to 
be needed abroad, and we must lay up 
reserves for emergencies on both sides 
of the Atlantic." 


CITY W I L L 
CONFORM 
TO LIGHTING 
R U L E 


Orders from the United States fuel 
administrator, H. A. Garfield, restrict­ 
ing the use of electricity for all unnec­ 
essary lighting, were received by the 
Southern 
California 
Edison 
Company 
on Monday, August 5th, and immed­ 
iately put into effect. Th'e instructions 
are subsequent to the general order of 
the president of the United States au­ 
thorizing the fuel administrator to con­ 
serve in every possible w a y the use of 
fuel for war purposes. 


As locally applied, the order desig­ 
nates 
Monday 
and Tuesday of each 
week for the restriction of public light­ 
ing in the cities, villages and towns 
to the amount 
necessary for • safety. 
Cluster lights for the purpose of dis­ 
play or decorations are ordered reduced 
to such proportions of the cluster as are 
necessary for safety. The illumination 
of 
advertising 
ornaments, 
signs and 
external ornamentation of buildings is 
also ordered 
discontiued on Mondays 
and Tuesdays, as i s also the use of 
lights for illuminating shop windows.

What to Do In Still or Rough Wat*f 
Whin the Craft I* Swamped. 


In reasonably still waters one man 
or boy can ball out an upset canoe. 
There are two good methods—rocklny 
it out and shoring it out. 
In the first 
swim around to the stern of the canoe 
and get out the water inside, rocking 
from side to side so that it flops out at 
each reverse. 
As soon as enough is 
out to give her a good freeboard get 
aboard over her stern and dasb out the 
rest with your bands. 


Shoring the water out also depends 
on the momentum of a body of water. 
Swim astern and, grasping the stern 
breastbook, gire her a smart pull to­ 
ward you. 
The water will slop out 
in a torrent orer her bows. 
Then 
shove away from you with all your 
strength, and tbe water will come rush­ 
ing aft and slop out orer her stern. 
Keep this up until about half emptied, 
says a writer In Boys' Life, then get 
aboard orer her stern and dasb out 
the rest with your hands. 


I do not believe that a single man 
or boy can bail out a swamped canoa 
in a heavy blow. Stick to her, for shi- 
is your only hope, and get overboard 
all the heavy duffle. 
If the water la 
not too cold get out some twine or fish 
line and buoy mark rifles, axes, etc., 
by lowering them to the bottom and 
tying a floating duffle bag at tbe sur­ 
face anchored by the gun. This leaves 
the canoe free. 
Right her and get into 
her still awash. 


Watch your chance to get water out 
and do so at every opportunity. Sooner 
or later she will drift ashore and if you 
feel yourself getting numb rest your 
head on bow or stern breastbook and 
keep quiet. 
If tbe water is cold act 
quickly. Heave out all duffle, right the 
canoe and get in and bail steadily. 
You may beat out the waves and at 
least will keep exercising while you 
drift to the shore.
